Strychnine poisoning is believed 
to have caused death of four-year-

The 10-year-old sister and eight- 
year-old brother spat out the pop- 
corn saying it was bitter. The/ 
mother tried some and found it, 
to be the same. 


MISSED RUNWAY 

Position of the wreckage in- 
dicated that the pilot had missed 
the east-west runway and had land- 
ed across it instead of on it, But 
officials said that it was hard to 
reconstruct exactly what had hap- 
pened because of the blinding fog.

Down, Value Up 


Bulk of Shipments Went 


To Other Provinces, Railways 


Though less coal was produced in Alberta in 1947 than 
in 1946, value of the production in terms of dollars was 
greater by $3,120,000, according to the annual report of the 
mines branch of the department of lands and mines, tabled 
recently in the legislature by Hon. N. E. Tanner. 


Report reveals Alberta mines+ 
produced 8,074,500 tons with a total | 
valuation of $36,317,000 in 1947, 
while in 1946 production had been 
8,824,400 tons. 

“Labor troubles, strikes, and 
lockouts were at an all time low 
during the year,” report continues, 
but 107,409 man hours of work were 
lost as a result of railway car short- 
ages and heavy snow and icing con- 
ditions.

“deep brown envy” of Edmonton's 
sponsored prosperity. This mod- 
ern Appius is welcome to his road 
building campaign to detour the 
Trans-Canada Highway al] over 
the continent, but he is stepping 
outside his limited sphere in at- 
tacking Calgary for her “sinister 
and underhand oppositions.” Only 
Mr. Weir could imagine competi- 
tive rivalry between two cities as 
being an ominous threat to Ed- 
monton's existence. 

Mr. Weir mentions that the “re- 
vitalized Edmonton” has turned 
Calgary green with envy. In spite 
of the sudden concentration of 
Canada’s natural resources in the 
Edmonton district, all the major 
companies and the stock ex- 
change retain their head offices 
in Calgary, the “nerve centre” of 
the province, instead of Edmon- 
ton, the ulcer of the north. 

Only a man of Mr. Weir’s hypo- 
geneous existence would dare 
suggest that Calgary took a 
“sharp lesson” from Edmonton in 
the war effort. The fact that in 
the Victory Loan drives, Calgary 
filled a much larger quota in a 
much shorter time, is a main in- 
dication of the comparative war 
efforts. But of course this was ex- 
pected of the southern part of 
the province where the people 
use dollars instead of potatoes as 
a medium of exchange, 

The citing by Mr, Weir of the 
late Bob Edwards as a dubious 
asset along with the Stampede 
and the “bed-wetting streams”, is 
in itself like a little newsboy ad- 
ministering a tongue lashing to 
the late Ernie Pyle.

Editor, Bulletin.—In the North- 
ern Alberta division there are 
over five hundred blind people 
About twelve or fifteen are now 
being cared for through the 
medium of concession stends in 
public and other buildings 
through the co-operation of the 
local branch of the Canadian Na- 
tiona] Institute for the Blind 
But this does not cover the 
others, and who receive no as- 
sistance from the funds doneted 
by our various governments for 
the assistance of the blind, Out- 
side of the above mentioned 
funds, in the last six months a 
blind person may receive a pen- 
sion of $35 a month if his income 
does not exceed $780 a year.

Superior to All 


Hardly a day goes by that you 
don't hear some clown from the

There is a stock character on 
a good many U.S. shows — the 
moronic, foppish, mush-mouthed 
Englishman, usually named “Reg- 
gie’—who seems to delight the

To their eternal shame, many of 
these wits are, in fact, ex-patriate 
Englishmen whose careers are de-

I can't work up any real anger 
about this, however, since many

It is quite true that the BBC 
presents many programs that 
would* never be heard on an 
American chain, but this is a 


criticism of American radio, not 
of British radio. Let me give you 
an example 

The BBC is extremely aware 
that radio is a medium of sound 
Its engineers and producers are 
forever experimenting with im- 
pressions and moods in noise. I 
recall once hearing an entire 15- 
minute broadcast made up of a 
montage of sound at the beach 
of Brighton on a summer day— 
the rumbling of the small pebbles 
sucked outward by the receding 
waves, the far-off shouts of chil- 


dren, the high scream of the guTts, 
a snatch of conversation about a 
washed-up crab and so on, The 
whole production was unhurried 
and delightful and pure radio. 

Such an imaginative approach 
is not the exception, but the gen- 
eral rule in BBC programming, 
In newseasts, for example (them- 
selves models of réserve and fae- 
tual reporting) it is not uncom- 
mon to hear the actual voice of 
the men or women in the news 
or a brief, dramatic sound-pic- 
ture of an actual spot news event, 
adding, in effect, an extra dimen- 
sion to broadcast journalism, 

Such experiments are possible, 
of course, because the BBC can 
afford to be adult. No BBC pro- 
gram, for example, is forced to 
start with an announcer’s exhor- 
tation to listen, No program need 
aim its appeal at the lowest in- 
telligence in its audience. Have 
ing no soap flakes or bile pills to 
sell, it is not required to make a 
compromise. The net result ia 
sometimes bad (a tendency to 
overestimate the capacity of the 
average listener) but more often 
it is good. 

It was on the BBC, and not an 
American network, that I heard 
a 13-week series on the begin- 
nings of American jazz “illustrat- 
ed” with early recordings, In the 
field of experimental drama the 
BBC is years ahead of the major 
networks of this continent, It is 
famous for its ghost stories. In 
its world coverage by special 
correspondents it keeps its listen- 
ers intelligently informed with- 
out recourse to the flamboyant 
ravings of the Winchell schoo] of 
rumor. 

The effect of all this in Eng- 
land is obvious to any visitor, The 
BBC has a respect from all lay- 
nation’s life that is 
lacking in American

With a Choice 


It's important for us in this 
country to know the truth about 
the BBC since misinformed critic- 
ism of the British system reflects 
on the similar system of the CBC, 
More particularly, the BBC is 
pioneering in the kind of radio 
service that can best serve the 
needs of Canada 

There are, in effect, three 
BBC's, That is to say, there are 
three continuous broadcast ser- 
vices, each with an appeal to @ 
certain type of listener and, com- 
bined, providing complete cover- 
age for almost all the population. 

In the broadest sense these 
three “networks” appeal to (a) 
the listener who likes those won- 
derfully rowdy music hall shows, 
(b) the listener who wants a talk 
on gardening, and (c) to so-called 
highbrow listener who demands 
the plays of Shakespeare. 

This system has overcome the 
early criticism of the BBC—that 
it was too consciously aimed at 
“educating.” At the same time 
it has permitted the BBC to con- 
tinue its progress in advanced 
radio programing.

dow. We shall use our armies 
if necessary.” 

That was to say, of course, that 
the two powers would use their 
armies to keep Hitler in hand if 
he started a rampage. It was 
the right idea but a couple of 
years too late. The Nazi dictator 
was about ready to open fire, 
whereas an earlier display of 
two-fisted firmness by the Allies 
might have prevented war. 

Now, with the communizing of 
Czechoslovakia, we have reached 
a crucial point in a fresh world 
conquest which the democracies 
have been trying to halt by ap- 
peasement, The first reaction to 
the Red assault on the small 
democracy was the joint note of 
condemnation by the United 
States, Britain and France, This 
has been followed by a wave of 
anti-Soviet sentiment which has 
swept Scandinavia.

No baby should go to bed at ten 


iten or twelve the next day. True 
the hours of sleep are the same, 
but the hours of activity differ 
| materially, Also the meals served 
at those hours 

This mother says her baby wakens 
learlier, buteshe puts her back to 
sleep Then when the baby is 
|} awake at twelve o'clock she gets a 
regular noon meal. And cares little 
for it. 

The whole day is out of kilter 
from then on. This mother has 
been counseled personally so this 
column is not concerned with this 
particular baby but with the gen- 
feral problem of babies whose 
|} sleeping hours are made to conform 
{to adults in the family instead of to 
those suitable for -babies every- 
where 

If the baby stays up in the eve- 
ning with the parents, it is certain 
to be the subject of excessive ,par- 
ental attention.
